“In the cities hundreds of fictitious 
names have been placed on the lists 
for vacant properties, and there if 
proof that some of the enumerators 
hawe received their instructions in the 
offices of the liquor party.

railway a poll has been placed every 
ten miles for a stretch of 130 miles, 
and an attempt is being made to vote 
1,500 laborers, laraely of foreign birth, 


few of whom are qualified to exercise | 


the franchise, Similar attempts are 
being made on the £., 'D. and B.C. 
railway, the Central Canada railway, 
amd the Grand (Prairie branch, as well 
a8 on the as on the G.T.P. west of Ed- 
monton and on the Crow's Nest Pass. 
These attempts, moreover. are not 
confined to the outlying districts. The 


voters’ lists are being flooded in all 
the large centres of population. So 
serious and extensive are these at- 


tempts that the government has been 
asked to send out a sufficient number 
to cope with the situa- 
tion. 

“The information has come to us 
from Saskatchewan on excellent au- 
thority that the slush money which 
has been raised in that province to 
prevent the passing of prohibition 
there has een traneferred to iAl- 
berta, We are fighting mot only the 
auor interests of ~‘Alwerta, bit the 
combined liquor interests of Alberta 
and Saskatchewan. 

“Reports from all over the prov- 
ince, by letter, telephone, and wire, 
leave no doubt as to the feeling of the 
province being overwhelmingly in fav- 
or of ‘the liquor act, ‘but there is also 
no doubt that after the vote is taken 
trom five lo ten thousand votes should 
be taken from the opposition vote and 
added to our majority, by reason of 
having been atolen from us owlng to 
the unscrupulous methods employed.

LONDON, July 13.—With the slo- 
gan ‘Win the war from the air,” 'Eng- 
lish aeronautical men today launched 
a movement for the creation of a 
ministry of aviation and the uilding 
of a fleet of 10,000 aeroplanes to de- 
tuge German ammunition works ant 
supply routes with bombs, 

L. IBlin \Desbelda, lecturer in aero- 
nauties in the Royal military air 
drome at Worwich, is the real leader 
of the campaign to create a gigantic 
fleet. He is supported by C. ©, Grey 
London aeronautical editor, and a 
score of experts in aviation, The plan 
is to organize a public sentiment by 
lectures and news articles |behind the 
idea that England's salvation ts fn 
the air.

ee Like all modern ideas, the principle of direct 
legislation can only be successful when its appli- 
cation is tempered with wisdom, discretion and 
in a constructive sense., The great danger which 
great statesmen have seen in the direct legisla- 
tion idea, as laid down by its exponents, is in the 
possibility—and probability—of the people get- 
ting a wrong conception of the principle involved 
and abusing those privileges which are supposed 
to accrue from direct legislation. 


Direct Legislation is stated to be the last word 
indmeocracy. It is thought to be nearer the prin- 
ciple of “Government of the people, by the people, 
for the people,” than any other idea that has so 
far been mooted. Under our Canadian system of 
responsible government, the people elect their 
representatives, and the latter make’ the laws 
which govern us; but under direct legislation the 
people are permitted to go over the heads of their 
representatives as it were and make their own 
laws, It can therefore be readily appreciated 
that the success or otherwise of the Direct Legis- 
lation Act in Alberta depends entirely on what 
sort of laws are proposed under its provisions. If 
good, sane and constructive laws are suggested, 
then direct legislation will undoubtedly become a 
fixture, But if frivolous legislation, or legisla- 
tion that is not truly in the best interests of all 
parts of the Province, and of all classes as well, 
is attempted, then direct legislation in Alberta 
is likely to be short-lived. The idea is new here, 
and has only been adopted after long agitation on 
the part of the agriculturalists, and it must be 
apparent to all that a very great deal depends on 
the nature of the First legislation proposed under 
our Direct Legislation Act. 


In this respect Alberta has been most unfor- 
tunate. 


The proposed Liquor Act, on which the vote 
is to be taken on July 21st, will be the first time 
the Direct Legislation Act has been brought into 
operation, And no person can successfully argue 
that The Liquor Act is constructive or sane. It 
destroys far more useful legislation than it cre- 
ates, and its adoption by the people would: create 
such conditions as would render direct legisla- 
tion, which permitted the vote to be decidedly 
unpopular in this Province for quite a while. 


The proposed Liquor Act is not constructive 
inany sense. The most that its most ardent sup- 
porters claim for it is that it will, if it is ever 
adopted, close the bar and the wholesale house. 
But on the other hand it provides for the appoint- 
ment of an unlimited number of vendors; it re- 
peals The Liquor License Ordinance and thereby 
destroys in toto all the machinery now in exist- 
ence for the enforcement. for any kind of a liquor 
law; it deprives the Province of all revenue from 
liquor licenses, but leaves the need of that reve- 
nue just as great as it is at prese nt—if not great- 
er; it destroys the local option conditions which 
now exist in Southern Alberta, and makes it pos- 
sible for liquor to be imported into that district 
—something which the people of the south have 
never asked for and do not want; it destroys the 
“dry” belt in Northern Alberta—in all that part 
of the Province north of the Athabasea river, 
which is now dry. 


(That is just a portion of what The Act would 
do if it ever came into force. But as far as The 
Act itself is concerned, the Minister of Justice 
has stated that (in effect) it cannot be adopted, 
and even the churches of the Province are not 
united on it. Moreover; it interferes with the 
revenue of the Province and for that reason if 
for nothing else it can never be adopted for the 
Direct Legislation Act distinctly provides that it 
shall not be applicable to any proposed legislation 
which affects the revenue of the Province. 


Considering the present proposed Act, there- 
fore, from these various angles, it is not the sort 
of legislation that is calculated to enhance the 
popularity of the comparatively new idea of di- 
rect legislation in Alberta, As a matter of fact, 
a vote for the Liquor Act on July 21st is virtually 
a vote against the principle of Direct Legislation. 


Direct Legislation is undoubtedly a boon to 
the people of any country. The farmers of Al- 
berta in particular have worked hard and long 
for this measure, and it is sincerely to be regret- 
ted that it should be so seriously abused the first 
time it is put into operation. However, it is not 
too. late yet to save the situation, for by voting 
against the Liquor Act (X NO) on July 21st the 
leectors can save the Direct Legislation Act and 
preserve its usefulness for some future and 
worthy occasion,
